Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1959,  but  owing  to  being  without  assistance  of 'any  kind  and 
the  consequent  inability  to  fully  cope  with  the  day-to-day  work 
of  the  Department  at  the  time  of  preparation,  and  to  the  fact 
that  the  Report  will  be  basically  similar  to  that  of  recent 
years,  I  propose  to  confine  it  to  the  barest  details,  and  to 
elaborate  only  where  necessary  for  record  purposes. 

As  has  been  stated  previously,  the  work  of  a  Public 
Health  Department  is  prevention  rather  than  cure,  and  it  is 
seldom  that  the  work  hits  the  headlines.  Much  of  it  never  even 
comes  to  the  notice  of  the  Council,  though  neglect  would  quickly 
do  so,  and  it  is  by  virtue  of  the  absence  of  these  two  factors 
that  it  can  be  claimed  that  the  Department  has  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  It  must  be  added, 
however,  that  the  claims  of  Meat  Inspection  and  of  work  in 
connection  with  Improvement  Grants,  have  somewhat  restricted 
the  number  of  routine  inspections  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  made,  and  there  is  no  room  for  complacency..  Particularly 
in  the  realm  of  Housing,  one  is  aware  of  the  number  of  sub¬ 
standard  houses  in  the  Town,  a  number  of  which  should  undoubtedly 
be  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Many  others  are 
lacking  such  amenities  as  bathroom,  internal  W.C. ,  and  hot  w ater 
supply,  and  could  be  much  improved  with  the  help  of  a  Discretionary 
or  Standard  Improvement  Grant ,  and  it  is  rather  surprising  that 
more  advantage  is  not  taken  of  one  or  other  of  these  facilities. 
Some  forty-five  enquiries  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  almost 
entirely  from  Owner/Occupiers,  and  twenty-one  were  approved  for 
Grant  purposes. 

Meat  and  Pood  Inspection  was  again  accorded  first 
priority,  and  of  29,581  animals  slaughtered  —  1,531  more  than  in 
the  previous  year  -  only  one  day’s  kill,  representing  60  animals, 
was  not  inspected.  Details  of  this  work  are  as  follows:-

16.  CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  express  thanks  to  all  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  confidence,  and  to  all  members  of 
the  Council’s  Staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.  I  wish 
to  specially  place  on  record  the  loyal  and  efficient  service 
of  Mr.  Kenneth  White ley,  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  during  the  whole  of  his  five  years'  service  with 
the  Council,  and  who  resigned  early  in  i960  on  appointment  as 
a  District  Inspector  with  the  Kernel  Hempstead  U.D.C.
